A Great Problem. 

The consideration of the bill to pro¬ 
vide for the administration of the 
Panama Canal, which was begun in the 
House of Representatives last week, 
opens a new chapter in the history of 
an undertaking in which the United 
States has succeeded where all others 
have failed. For many generations it 
has been the dream of far-seeing men to 
open a new pathway between the two 
oceans by cutting the strip of land which 
connects the continents of North and 
South America and shortening, by weeks 
the time ships must consume to go from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific. Tragic 
failure resulted from the efforts of the 
French government to build the Panama 
CanaL Few lessons could be learned 
by our engineers and statesmen from 
studying French methods. Unknown 
difficulties had to be met and new plans 
devised for meeting them. It was done 
successfully, and the fact that the open¬ 
ing of the canal is assured is a tribute 
to the genius of America. The legis¬ 
lation now being considered must be en¬ 
acted practically without precedent. 
Great problems must be solved, with 
little but reason and instinct to guide. 
Intricate and delicate matters of diplo¬ 
macy. as well as grave methods of ad¬ 
ministration, must be decided. Congress 
has entered a new field in determining 
what it shall decide for the regulation 
of the Panama Canal. The answer it 
will make is to mark a new epoch in 
United States history and the history of 
the world. Men of all nations, as well 
as citizens of this country, are listening 
to hear what determination is reached. 
The regulation of the Panama Canal 
is one of the most important pieces of 
legislation ever presented to the Ameri- 
can Congress. 

To Oil Roads.

State Archaeological Survey. 

The last Legislature made provision 
for the beginning of an archaeological 
survey of New Jersey and placed the 
work under the direction of the State 
geologist A modest appropriation was 
made available at once for work daring 
the coating summer and a somewhat 
larger appropriation was inserted in the 
regular bill to permit continuing the 
work for another year. If the results 
of the first two years’ work meet with 
public approval there is little doubt 
but what the survey will be coo tinned. 

It is proposed to investigate Indian 
village sites, burying grounds and 
quarries to which the aborigines resorted 
for material for their arrowheads, etc.

Timing Telephone Calls. 

j A new method of timing telephone 
toll connections is described in the New 
York Telephone Review. It is a very 
simple affair and is. in appearance 
somewhat like a cyclometer used on a 
bicycle. One of these devices is in¬ 
stalled on the keyboard between each 
two oi>erators. It is actuated l^y an 
electrically driven master clock and is 
moved ahead one count every three 
seconds, or 100 times in five minutes. 
Five minutes is the length of time 
which down State subscribers may talk 
on toll calls for the payment of one 
charge. The Company is entitled to an 
additional charge for each five minutes 
or fraction which subscribers talk in. 
excess of the first five minutes. In 
handling toll calls the operator notes 
on a ticket, the reading of the device 
when the called subscriber answers and 
again When he is through talking 
and hangs up. If there is a difference 
of less than 100 between the reading 
takes at the start of the connection 
and the reading taken at the finish 
one charge only is involved; if this dif¬ 
ference is more than 100 and less than 
200 two charges are involved, although 
in reality if the difference is less than 
no the subscriber is billed for only 
one message, as the company allows 
a leeway of thirty seconds on all to IT 
caflft. 

It is a matter of very simple sub¬ 
traction for the auditor to determine 
whether a subscriber should be billed 
for more than one message on any toll 
call •
